—The session and trustees of the First
presbyterian Church, New Orleans, the Rev,
Dr. Palmer's, have recently purchased a fine
property on Carondelet street, near Euterpe,
in that city, as a permanent location for the
“‘Sylvester-Larned Iustitute.” 'I'he looation
is an excellent one, in aquiet, pleasant neigh-
borhood; the buildings commodious and ele-
gant, well adapted to the purposes of a pros-
perons school.

—A proposition was made in the Sonthern
General Assembly for the organization of a
Presbytery in Brazil. There are four minis-
ters there in the neighbornood of Uampinas,
Two are missionaries, and the other two are
conneoted with the church, viz-—The Rev,
W. C. Emerson, of Tombeckbes Presbytery,
and the Rev. Jumes L. Baird, of the Presby-
tery of Bethel. And the request comes up
for their organization into the Presbytery of
San Paulo, and their connection with the
Synod of Virginia, as two of the four minis-
ters are connected with that synod. 'There
are also two elders from this country in the
same region.

MORE ECCLESIASTICAL LAW.

To the Kditor of The Feening Telagraph,
Notwithstanding the conclosive and domn-

vineing manner in which Judge Lmdiow has
disposed of the assumption by a vestry of the
right to arbitrarily dismiss a minister from
his charge without canse assigned and investi-
gation, ‘‘A Btudent of the Uanons” has under-
taken to make people believe that Judge
Ludlow in his argument is all wrong, by
stating emphatically that the vestry have the
power, in the kope that he may convinoe some
weak minds yet, by stout assartions and by
having the last word. He states that ‘‘there
is no law in Pennsylvania distingnishing be.
tween a contract entered into by a clergyman
and his parish and one made by any other
oitizen.” In vain does one look for any aArgu-
ment to support this statement, but a ready
answer to it may soon be had by simply ask.
ing him, Where is the law of Pennsylvania
which assimilates these different contracts
Judge
Ludlow has stated that they are not alike;
The most
oursory examination will show how totally
unlike they are in every respect,

The law of Pennsylvania concerning con-
tracts between principal and agent is that
party may disfolve the ocontract
at his pleasure.

Hartman, and an examination of these casea
will show that they are put upon the ground
that the relation of principal and agent has
always been in this State liable to be abruptly
dissolved at the pleasurs of either party. Let
us analyze one of these cases as a type of all
of themy., In the first, Coffin was employed
by Landis to sell lands for him at Vineland,
New Jersaey, at a commission of one-half, or
fifty per cent. of the net profits above the
costs, interests, and expenses. There was in
their contract this clause, *‘This agreement
is not intended to create any partnership.”
Afterwards Landis discharged Coffin, who
then brought snit for what he would have
made had he not been discharged; and the
court decided that he had no right of action.
Peacock vs. Chambers was a proceeding in
oquity for an injunction to restrain a dis-
charge under circumstances nearly the same,
and it was refused. Kirk vs. Hartman was
an action for the salary of an agent, and was
not allowed.

Now, do the Episcopal clergy minister,
serve, and preach at a commission or per-
centage on the net profits of the parish above
costs and expenses? If so, they can and should
be dismissed at once. Are ministers the
agents of the vestry? OCan the vestry order
the minister, or the minister the vestry? The
attempt of a vestry in Michigan to do this led
to an attempted dismissal and failure.

When a minister is desired by a parish he
is called to it, not Zred by it. He then be-
comes an integral part of the parish ( Wilson
va. McMath, 3 Phillimore's Reports, page 67),
and his assent is necessary to a sale of the
church lands, as was held by the Supreme
Court of the United States in ¢ Wheaton,
454, DBut why require his assent if, upon his
refusal, he can be dismissed by the vestry
and a person who will consent put in his
place? The argnment deduced from or based
upon the law of principal and agent, or the
law of contracts, has no place whatever in
this question, and in arguing the 8t. Cle-
ment's Church case the solicitors for the
complainants did not put their olaims upon
that ground; they carefully avoided it, and
contended for the rights of the ministers as
members of the corporation, who cannot be
disfranchised exoept for cause, and after trial
according to the laws thereof.

We come now to the canon 4 of title 2, as
amended in 1565, which ‘A Student of the
Canons" says anthorizes a dismissal, It is in
these words:—*‘In case a minister who has
been regnlarly instituted or settled in a parish
or chaurch be dismissed by such parish or

! ¢hurch withont the concurrence of the ecclesi-

astical authority of the diocese, the vestry or
congregation of sach parish or church shall
have no right to a representation in the con-

| vention of the diocese until they have made
such satisfaction as the convention may |

require; but the minister thus dismissed shall
retain his right to a seat in the convention,
subject to the approval of the ecclesiasticnl

. by the general canons, Several dioceses, no-
ticing the omission, have passed local canons
on the subject; but Pennsylvania has none,
Wonld there be any necessity for local canons
on the subject if there was any general one?

The meaning of the quotation from the
ordination service about obedience to the
bishop is obsenre, nnless there is an insinna-
tion intended that the clergy of St. Clement'a
are disobedient to the lawfnl commands and
godly judgments of their bishop. As an in-
ginuation, it i8 mean; as an sssertion, it
would be untrue. No clergymen have a higher
respect for the office of a bishop than St.
Clement's clergy. If the person who fills the
office will assume a power to sentence them
without hearing, they can easily see that itis
the man, not the office, that is wrong. For
the office they had so'much respect that they
did not join its incumbent in their suit for an
injunction, little dreaming of there bsing any
necessity for such a step, but the sequel
showed that they bad a higher regard for their
bishop than he bad for them.
